Pakistan 1 ! need for Islam is not only ideological but also 
physical. Whereas other Muslim countries like Iran, Turkey

St is an irony oF fate that the Muslims of the subcontinent,

Ivfu U Ian a Abdul Sat tax Khan Ntazi, as the President of the 
Punjab Muslim Student Federation, personally presented the details 
of the Caliphate Scheme to the Quid-i-Azum at his New Dehli 
Kcsi druse In 1939 and than till 941, as a secretary of Lhc Pakistan 
Rural Propaganda Committee of the P MSP undertook a whirl- 
wind tour of the province to acquaint the masses with the impor- 
tance cf resurrecting K hi La fat as an instrument of Government 
in the emerging stale of Pakistan. I’hen in J.944, the Maulana 
moved a resolution at a session of (lie Couusil of All-India 
Muslim League hdJ at Mew Dehli urging upon the Muslim 
Leaguers to practice Shariat Law In their individual life as well 
aa prepare themselves for its collective enforcement. 

In 1948 after lhc establishment of Pakistan a fall Hedged 
movement for the enforcement of Khilafat was launched throng- 
out the country- Through the columns of New Weekly “KhilafU- 
i-PakLian" and pamphleteering ruthless exposures of the Anglo- 
Moltatmnndan Ruling. Clique and “Capitalist Communists'’, 
Anglicised Habits and neo-Bama 13 rah min classes were made to 
their great con ster oatto n- 

In 1951 on the occasion of the publication of the Pakistan 
Constituent Assembly' *> Basic Principles Committee Report, a 
complete draft of the Constitution of Khilafut-i-Pukistaji was 
nindu public and circulated. 

In 1953 a country- wide KhftUm-i-Nabuwwat movement was 
I i mpelled for the achievement of six fundamental positive and 
three ndgfrfrve baric principles. The Maulana, thereupon, was 
nrresWd, by Martini Law and sentenced to death, while his 
coElcfi’itoi and co-workers suffered lung terms of detention. Later, 
however, (he death sentence passed against the Maulana was 
commuted to life imprisonment. 


On emergence from Jail, in 1955 following an order by the 
High Court, consequent upon A writ pets dan, the Maulana 
undertook an extensive tour of the country to acquaint the people 
with the state of affairs in Pakistan. He was once again arrested 
',ad detained under the Bengal Regulation. 

In (95$ on the occasion of the holding of the so culled 
International Islamic Colloquium, the Muulana with toe active 
support of his friends and the Ulema made sternuons efforts to 
secure the exclusion of devLationists and deniers of the doctrine 
or Khatffr S-Nabuwwat* from addressing the international gathering. 
He also made it impossible for the so called orientalists to attack 
the accepted fundamentals of Islam under the garb of the freedom 
of expression. 

In 1962 the Maulana presented from the platform of the 
National Democratic From under the auspices of its National 
Conference, the scheme for the cjiubjiahment of Kuialafat in 
Pakistan as the surest guarantee against the disintegrating forces 
working in the country. But he was again hauled up by the 
custodians of law and order ou charges of sedition etc. in the 
same year when the University students came out of their classes 
to defend their academic rights, the Maulana, who had 
supported the student community, was arrested and tried on 
charges ranging from, loot and tiacoity to incendiarism. But 
Providence again came to his res. uc and he was discharged by 
the court of law. 

In 196$ the Maulana made a forceful speech in Abbottabad 
ia which he exposed the mj I practices of the Ayub Administra- 
tion. fhe speech which was a Precursor of the country-wide 
mass movement against the dictatorial regime of Ayub leading 
to bh eventual downfall. The Maulana was again arrested, bul 
the Peshawar High Court held the order of hU detention as illegal 
and vo|d. 


Again in the movement of the non- recognition of Bengla 
De&h, the Maulana Was Sen I behind the bars and nearly eighty 
J':i |§e cases were registered against him. But the High Court, 
acoeplidg o general bail, ordered for bis release. 

In 1^72, after the release, Hie Maulana proceeded for Haj and 
Ziaral, by road, covering Iran. Iraq. Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 

After the historical decision of the declaration of the Qndianis 
■i* Non -Muslims by the Pa rl hi merit of Islamic Republic of 
Pakistan, on account of Hie conn try- wide mass movement 
of the Muslims of Pakistan, led by Ulema, especially 
I, I lema -i-fihl-i-Sunua h, which left no way for Lhe regime but 
io accept the demand of Muslims, Maulana NiazL alongwith 
Senator Maulana Slush Ahmad Noorani Siddiqi and Allarua 
Arshadul Qadri, President and Secretary General, respectively, 
of the World Islamic Mission (Headquarter at Bradford in U.K.) 
:md. Professor Shah Faridul Haq Opposition Leader in 

Sind Assembly, undertook an extensive worldwide tour to 
acquaint the outside world* the background and the 
nectssiiy of this historical decision and to expose the baseless 
and nefarious propaganda of the Western Press, sponsored by 
Jews and Qadianis. The “Toreh-Bcarers of Islam 11 visited 
s.uk. 1 i Arabia, hast Africa, Kenya (Nairobi* Mombasa Naeoro 
juli.1 other important cities)* Mauritius* Reunion. Paris, U-K. * 
t’ornciu Island (participated in an International Missionary 
Guild Conference of the Carebbcaii Island at Corocio), South 
America, Duch Gynna (Suroam) New York, Holland* Brussels 
m Bdgiinia and after performing Umra reached back in Pakistan 
iiin-r four months tour abroad. The tour proved a great success 
and I he Missionary Centres of Qadiances lost their character 
MM lit: exponents or Liam, before the eyes of the governments 
md i he people of all such countries. 

In 1975 Maulana was detained twice* Probably the provisions 
of (he present constitution were proved lo be insufficient or were 
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exhausted to send M&ulana, behind the bars and there became 
I he recess! ly of the unilateral Fourth amendment in the unani- 
mously accepted const! lull on to which he Was evidently the first 
'Victim', So many murder attacks on the life of Madam has 
been made, the recent being the fifth on the I 7lh April, 197# whan 
he was returning from Karachi and was on way from Airport 
to his residence but was saved by the Almighty Allah. 

The bold and brave story of the historical rule of the 'Hero 
of I he Time' imnarts a lesson, which no l only inspires, but 
also makes ns to realise the role, which as a Muslium we are 
duty-hound to perform by taking an active pan jin the struggle 
of the movement of effective enforcement oT Nteam-hMusUfa* 
which is a snapshot or a nomcn-clature portraying the Divine 
Concept of "Caliphate on the toil tern of Prophet hood' J and thus 
the emancipation of humanity from the domination of man over 
nmn under various "pftM'Xls ot rationality.

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WHAT ARE THE ESSENTIAL AND FUNDAMENTAL 

VALUES OF ISLAM AND HOW CAN THET BE 
PUT INTO PRACTICE IN THE PRESENT 
TIME AND CIRCUMSTANCES 1 

INTRODUCTION 

Before a deserLplton of the fundamental va.lucs of Islam is 
undertaken, it is necessary to make sure what exactly is meant 
by the terms t 'Values' and 'Islam'. 

When we talk of ’Values’ our description is confined to an 
TiudJeciual conception of a value'. This is so because the 
i uropean civilisation and culture under whose influence most of 
the world lives to-day, believes that Reality and Truth are pri- 
marily intellectual and conceptual entities. But even European 
v holars who have made a deep study of other cujairys and 
civilisations in Human history ie.g. S pc n. filer) concede that other 
i ul lures and other civilisations had different ideas about Lite 
Oulu re Hif Reality arid Truth. 

It is all a question of emphasising certain aspects of human 
perience- Modern man is apt to exaggerate the impor- 
tance and significance of Ids intellectual experiences *md their 
piiUiy. At other limes and in other places man exaggerated 
His ■ motional experience. The result was mysticism. In still 
;h ii i Tiier context man is engrossed, by his instinctive experience. 

This is not the place to go into a detailed study of a I! lire 
d Liferent meanings thai can be given to the term “Values 11 . But 
the IllUc that I have Said above, is suffi ient lo prove that the 
lerm ‘ Values 71 c.sn have more than one meaning depending upon 
I he level and quality of the experience of those who ate participat- 
ing in the discussion. 
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Islam U “universal mid external Divine Guidance for all 
creation in all aspects of Existence, Progress, Realization and 
the achievements of human and non-human personalities through 
identifying themselves with this Guidance'- 1 . 

It is thus evident that the t utility of Islam is more massive 
Ilian Life, ihan Universe Use If, because it includes the message 
and some significance of Divinity* Therefore, Islam, c Values are 
too big to be described merely through language and under the. 
limitations of the rational method of understanding. 

Knowledge (pi*) is only one of the methods* and a very 
inferior method from the point of view nflriam for appreciating 
Islamic value*- The major methods are, firstly, Piety 
It implies a controlled regime of Behaviour, Habits* Prayer amt 
Self-control. The second major method is Faith NU 1 ) It 
implies submission of personal whims and flights of thought to 
conform with the Revealed Books and the practice of the 
Prophets. The third major method is Realisation It 

implies establishment of direct comaci with Truth and Reality 
under the guidance of some iritis ted teacher. 

What I have said above docs not imply m the least that 
Islam can not be described or understood Hi rough the rational 
method, T have been pointing out that the totality oi Islam 
cannot be described and understood only through the niLional 
method. The world of rat ional experience about which we talk 
through the writicn or spoken word is only a fitly Province in 
mighty Empire of Warn But nevertheless it is there, and we 
can talk about it. In fact the present discourse will be confined 
to this aspect of Islam, If i have taken so long in the introduce 
tory remarks loci pin in the Islamic approach to the unde, standing 
of “Values^ it was only to make audience conscious of what I am 
leaving out in today's discourse. 
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EQUALITY, BROTHERHOOD AND LIFE HEREAFTER. 

Mow that our description of Islam is going to be confined 
to the rational method, it will be automatically limited to those 
vuluo of !>lam which lire concerned with humanity. In Mils 
context the first principle of Islam ia that man has been created to 
serve his Creator alone. Therefore, no man is to serve another 
man. No man is to dominate over another man, Man is 
brother unto man. The second principle is that all men are equal. 

If man is to serve mum, if man is to be dominated by mail, it is 
only in obedience to Divine Commandments. If man is to be 
below another man it Is only because he violates the Command 
of his Creator. Third principle is that the criterion for judging 
nil the values of this earthly life is their utility for the Life 
Hereafter, Material progress, Military conquests, National 
glory and Physical luxury arc all illusions unless and until they 
ihcy are made subservient to man's career nfier Resurrection. 

U is thus evident that modern nationalism and internation- 
al^ arc the very antithesis of Islam, Islam believes in the 
universal brotherhood of mail. Stale and Nationality arc only 
instruments for establishing this universal brotherhood. They 
have no justification for existence if they do not serve lit is 
purpose- 

HOW CAN ISLAMIC VALUES UY PRACTISED TODAY 

Islamic values can be practised today by tho establihiocnt of 
.l a Islamic State which should be governed by the following six 
positive and three negative basic principles :

ATTITUDE OF ISLAM TOWARDS CAPITALISM, 
SOCIALISM & COMMUNISM 

“WHAT should be (he economic system 1,1 ' has been unde the 
most burning issue and the controversial question of the day even 
in (ho sacred soil of Pakistan, for whose creation there could be 
no justification, other than the Islamic Faith Moreover, a new 
tendency has also been developed that although Islam is declared 
□s an ideology, yet the necessity of begging the economy 
from communism is argued. Under iliese circumstances it is 
out duty to take the notice of this grave situation, in order to dispel 
the conflicts, confusions, illusions and delusions that arc being 
created in I he minds of the masses, by the agents of the alien 
ideologies, 

Islam is a thorough, complete and comprehensive code of 
life and provides the guidance in its all aspects. All other 
systems are in fact nothing but domination of man over man 
under various pretexts of rationality and are devoid of 
Divinity, But at present we arc only concerned with the econo- 
mic aspect of Islam. At the same time it is considered worth- while 
lo glve a short description of (lie characteristics and comparison 
of other economic systems in order to make the audience familiar 
with the fallacies and failures of them.

It is hero when 
it I.. I III j Stall teed into the extreme and worst form of capitalism , by 
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entrust ing all the op f«irt unit ies of exploitation in the hands of 
"bureaucracy". This conclusion cam be further supported and 
supplemented by the fact lliut why people prefer to go to America, 
U-K. and other Western Countries instead of Russia or China. 
We have never come across a communist who has shown his will- 
ingness to settle in East Germany as Eigainsl West Germany. 

The condemnation of communism or socialism docs not at 
all imply the appreciation of Capitalism. In fact these are the 
proved evils of capitalism, as a result of the react tort of whose 
exploitations the Eastern Imperialism is gaining grounds* just 
under the psychology of try or taste the change, which according 
to Mnrx arid Engles is the revolutionary aspect of the capitalism, 
for it is an “I rt dispensable Phase" and a “Stepping Stone" towards 
socialism and communism. 

The greatest curse of ill e capitalism is (lie concentration of 
wealth, the rich becoming the ri riser and (he poor becoming the 
poorer. In fact the overall trend of the circulation of money in a 
capitalistic economy is from poor to rich. The result is accumula- 
tion, inflation, depression, frustration, null- imtri lion* corruption 
and slate capitalism. The remedy lies to pul an end to the 
exploitation of “Power** and “Wealth" and not to make the 
citizens the “serfs' ' and the “slaves" of the state. 

Islam, (he Religion of Reality and the only hope of the 
humanity, comes forward to save us from tills terrible and treach- 
erous situation and bestows the sublime concepts of * Deputyship 
in Authority' 1 and “Trusteeship in Wealth" as a certain and a 
surest remedy, "Authority'’ i n Islam does not arise out of 
physical or economic superiority, or even out of (he concensus of 
majority. Its sources are moral and spiritual measured in its 
quality and not the quantity. Only he has the authority to rule 
over another or others, who is more pious (Mutfaqi) and wise 
(Aalam), Pious are those whose conduct conforms to that of the 
Last Prophet. Wise are those who koow the sciences of religion.

■ I mental i tuiciplcs of Islam are applied in any society or state 
Ml. ,|'fe(jve or any colour* creed, caste Or culture, the result Will 
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be iht maximum possiWc equitable distribution of wealth, with 
an inherent system of selteu gained, self-balancing and self- 
developing economy, 

The first is the introduction of interest-free economy. 
Interest in a capitalistic system u the remuneration of “Capital'' 
the third factor of producrioiu U has been said that it is the price 
paid for "Waiting”. or, “Abstineney of a Capitalist", or, “Produc- 
tivity of Money”, or “the Liquidity Preference of Money”, 

But Islam docs not accept “Capital" ai a factor of production 
and disallows all sorts of “usury” including interest end declares 
U as sn unearned Interne and a price paid for mo no ply. U is [he 
cruelty, tyranny and oppression of the worst type. Moreover ^ it 
com id trebly coil tributes to the credit- creation and speculative 
transactions which ultimately result in inflation, accumulation, 
depression and exploitation. But under the Muhammadan 
economy, no one is to become richer by mere mo no ply of the 
means of pro doc, 3 on, except and to the extent of one's contribu- 
tions in the economic activities where there arc equal chance* of 

2 uin or loss, 

“Zakai” is the second significant “distribution” media of the 
1 ■accumulation”. U fuc'bcr degenerates and decentralizes the con- 
centration of “means of product inn” by distributing them from 
the “Haves” to the "Have- No! s' ‘ and thus entirely changing the 
Lrcnd of the circulation ol money and means and Dishing -.hent 
flow from the rich to the poor. 

Besides this the Islamic Law of Inheritance is another impor- 
tant and effective automatic instrument to check nnd equalise, 
naturally and rationally, till the God-given and man-made means 
of production. The philosophy of the Muhammadan economy 
can be well visualized and apprehended by the Quranic Verse :

of “Sin” and “Virtue”, 

The comparison refutes and rcjccls nil claims of capitalists or 
communists fur any constructive contribution in the field of 
“Economics” nod is r. conclusive evidence to establish the sup re- 
macy of Islam, inclusively and exclusively and to prove the fact, 
Logically and chronologically that if un ingredient of a conimen- 
able quality is found in any other system, ii is just the plucking 
of tht Rowers from line aver green gardens of Islam, which arc 
deemed -and dqstfniid to decay when departed front their “Plant”
